Closes its Doors in the Face 


of a Heavy Ron. 


An Eiamination Establishes the Solvency 


of the Institution and; • it

Temporary Assistance. 


PITTSBURGH, PA., May 22.—At noon 


yesterday the doors of the Perm Bank, 
one of the largest iu the city, were closed, 
and notice was giveu to the public that, 
owing to a continued ran, the directors 
had decided to suspend payment for. the 
present. 
The announcement was so un- 


expected to the general public that at jlrst 
Its report was hardly realized. Ina short 
time, however, the news spread, and 
•within baU an hour the'entrance to the 
bank was besieged 
by anxious ' de- 


positors and others seeking for informa- 
tion. The Board of Directors were In 
session, but policemen guarded 
the 


doors, and for a long time nothing could 
be learned save that for live days, the 
bank had been subjected to a heavy run, 
which Imcl reduced its deposits from 
?DOO,000 to $700,000. 
The run was 


caused by rumors which were quietly set 
afloat three weeks ago. 
The burden of 


these was that the bank had got Into 
trouble on oil lonus, and that a prominent 
broker, who has been 
au 
enormous 


dealer 
on 
the 
market 
during the 


past month, had been allowed to over- 
draw hla accounts $200,000, and that an- 
other uud overdrawn his account to the 
extent of $00,000. The story was inves- 
tigated and found to be untrue, but di- 
rectly following its circulation botli Oil 
Exchanges took their business from the 
bank. This was partly a compromise 
measure and partly because the bauk bad 
been identified with a number of syndi- 
cates, and not because of any fe,ar that it 
was insolvent. The effect was the same, 
however, as if there had becu grounds 
for fear.
